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The following constitutes the reasons for this bill and the purposes which are sought to be 
accomplished thereby: 
 
LB 699 would require law enforcement agencies to forward a person’s identifying information to 
the Bureau of United States Citizenship and Immigration Services of the United States 
Department of Homeland Security when they are arrested for a Felony or Class W Misdemeanor, 
and the peace officer or agency cannot determine their status as a legal resident or citizen of the 
United States, or if the agency reasonably believes their documentation is fraudulent. 
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
